Besides all this, the price of our wheat 
was fixed by Liverpool quofations, so 
by the above cunning transactions she 
kept the price of our wheat low, which 
enabled her to assure: herself of cheap 
flour to feed her vast manufacturing 
population. This game was played for a 
generation, which would have been im- 
possible had the United States refused 
to. be a_party to it and saw to-it that our 
metal miners were protected against ‘the 
raid.
